Report from Barbados — Smallpox reported epidemic at Buenos Ayres. 

Assistant Surgeon Ward reports, December 17, as follows: 
The Cuban bill of health issued at Buenos Ayres, November 25, 1904, 
to the British steamship JEtona, bound to San Juan and to ports in Cuba, 
calling at this port, December 15, to discharge part of her cargo, shows 
that thei'e were 90 cases of smallpox and 10 deaths during the past two 
weeks, and that smallpox was prevailing in an epidemic form.
